D'Israeli and Gladstone. 

Many long years imvo sinoo 
the English nation have soon their two 
leading statesmen, occupying such a 
position in Parliament as that occu- 
pied by tho loaders of to-day. It 
takes us back to tbo stormy days of 
Pitt and Fox, and recalls a struggle 
as ovontfui in its rosults. Tho contest 
of the luttor had much to do in form- 
ing tho policy of tho contury that has 
passod ) tho contost of tho lormor, in 
tho Barno way, will havo much to do 
iu shaping tho policy of tho century to 
como; nor is tho similarity of tho po- 
sition ot tbo leadors of tho past and 
present generations less remurkablo in 
minor respects. Wo have, however, 
to deal with tho living, tho present 
and the future, and tho question most 
interesting to oursolvcs and thoso who, 
in tho course of naturo follow us, is, 
which of tbo two will triumph finally 
in tne desporate struggle now going 
on ?

Tho man, as Pre- 
mier of Englaud, who would thus vi 
olato tho constitutional rulo of the 
country by attempting to coerco tbo 
debates of Parliament, by tho ex- 
pressed wishes of the Monarch, 
attempts what is wrong, what is im- 
possible, and upon the faco of tho as- 
sertion, scoks the revival of practices 
that havo perished forever.

London, July 2— Geo Napier arrived to 
dny. An immense orowd assembled at the 
railroad depot to welcome him; much en- 
thusiam win: manifested.
